wako was seen 
speeding to 
ward 
tho oartb 
A few 
soconds 
later tho earth trembled 
violent 
nouses wore shakon to their 
foun 
dations 
and 
windows 
rattled 
ominously 
Tho 
nnwearano 
ifj 
Jhfrfaoiy 
monster in tho haavens 
fCiiiSJJiJLhteahosa 
thc Temblor was duo 
to it contact 
with the earth 
and not frdm any 
internal disturbances 
Xno

stitious Indians and Mexicans word 
so frightoned that 
they fled in all 
directions 
Couriers
